— Contributory pensions ’ 
for Canadian Pacific Railway em¬ 
ployees will replace the railway's 33- j 
year-old non-contributory system j 
Jan. 1, 1937. 

Increasing cost of the present 
scheme brought about the change, 
Sir Edward Beatty, president and 
chairman of the board, declared in 
announcing the move. His statement 
appeared in the "Canadian Pacific 
Staff Bulletin,” house organ of the 
railway here. 

Since the non-contributory plan's 
inception in 1903. the railway has 
paid out $18,201,640 in pensions. Con¬ 
tinuance on the same basis, Sir Ed- 
j ward declared, would "eventually im- 
| pose upon 


ward declared in his statement. In 
an adjoining column of the "Bulle¬ 
tin”, an explanatory article says that 
after Dec. 31 all new employees who 
may become eligible for pensions will 
be required to become contributors.

NOTES AND COM MENTS 

THE REPORT of the Alberta Bondholders’ Committee, 
presented to the premier and the government of the 
province, is very enlightening. It has been submitted after 
a very careful investigation and survey and states that Al¬ 
berta is economically and fiscally solvent and can pay all 
its interest obligations in full. 

'pHE CONCLUSION reached is that the people of Al¬ 
berta have available funds to meet governmental costs 
without recourse to repudiation, states the report, which is 
directed to the government and the people of Alberta. It 
states in part that the form in which the survey has been 
completed and transmitted to the bondholdets’ committee, 

,is a document temperate in tone, seeking objectively and 
[•dispassionately to present the case &at the province of Al¬ 
berta in its own interests and in the interests of its people 
should not seek the way out of difficulties by means of ar¬ 
bitrary and compulsory legislation, a repudiation of obliga¬ 
tions and a financing of expenditures of government by a .re¬ 
duction in interest payments which are “legally and moral¬ 
ly’’ just. The entire document is persuasive rather than 
critical and in a number of instances the government’s an¬ 
nounced policy of non-borrowing is commended. Yet the 
authors are again and again driven to the conclusion that 
the province can, if it will, meet its obligations in full with¬ 
out resorting to additional taxation or curtailing of essential 
and usual public services. 

pOSSIBLY Premier Aberhart will have something to say 
in reply to this report, which will be of far greater im¬ 
portance than using the political platform to boost sales of I 
Calgary Albertan stock. Repudiation will have very seri¬ 
ous effects on the credit of the province, besides bringing! 
distress to a large number of small investors who will be 
heavily penalized by debt repudiation and the arbitrary cut¬ 
ting in half of interest which the province agreed to pay 
when the money was borrowed to finance necessary under¬ 
takings in the public interest: Drawing a red herring across] 
the trail by charging misrepresentation against those who 
do not agree with his theories is not the right way to deal 
with so important a matter.

The total of*desert land irri¬ 
gated and swamp and marshes 
claimed now borders on 40,000,000] 
acres, 81,000,0Q0 of which are in Bri-] 
tlsh India. 

The second country for the amount 
of land reclaimed in ten years is 
Italy, with just under 6,000,000 acres. 
In India the land reclaimed alone!

The Newest Photography 

Trivision Principle Shows Depth And 
Cost Is Low 

A picture of an old man in his 
shirt sleeves glittered in natural 
color on the desk of Douglas F. Win- 
nek, 29-year-old Madison, Wis., 
photographic engineer. The picture! 
seemed to be a frame through which 
was looking at a live human 
being. 

Suddenly Winnek picked it up, and 
the man in the picture seemed to 
move. An observer could see around 
the man and look at the scenery in] 
the background. The likeness was 
round and full and the 8-by-10 photo¬ 
graph had actual depth. Winnek 
laughed and explained: 

“This is the first ‘trivision’ photo¬ 
graph having three dimensions 
made.” 

Winnek demonstrated a series of 
“trivision” photographs, saying he 
expects the principle to revolutionize 
motion pictures, photography, Roent¬ 
genology, television and graphic 
printing. 

The technique employed- 
cellulose acetate plates embossed with 
300 ridges to the inch—wills enable 
each of these fields to adopt pictures 
showing depth Just as realistically 
an actual live scene, Winnek said, 
and the cost is exceptionally low. 

Winnek described his process 
follows: 

The eyes see two pictures in any 
object, but the brain co-ordinates 
these, giving the sense of depth, 
photography only one picture can be 
shown by the old process, resulting 
in a flat, lifeless impression. The] 
new process is simply a method of 
presenting two pictures to the eye. 

This is accomplished through 
groving the negative of the 
These grooves are so minute as to be 
Invisible, and are the secret of the 
entire process, teach groove serves 
a tiny lens which breaks the single 
image into two parts. The com¬ 
pleted negative becomes then a mass 
of tiny two-section pictures. 

The negative is developed on cellu¬ 
lose acetate plates, also grooved. 
These "grooves retain the panoramic 
pictures. When seen from any angle 
the apparently smooth stereoscope, 
or print, resolves itself into a separ¬ 
ate picture for each eye, and presents 
a clear, soft, rounded view. 

Winnek displayed a picture of 
fruit in a display window. >The scene 
was in full natural color. Each piece 
of fruit was outlined in depth and 
a view from a different angle reveal¬ 
ed another piece behind It. The pic-]

New Gold Strike 

Encouraging Reports Received From 
Yellowknife Mining Division 

Confirmation of a new gold strike 
In the Yellowknife mining division of 
the Northwest Territories is con¬ 
tained in a message received by Hon. 
T. A. Crerar, minister of the interior, 
from A. L. Cumming, chief mining j 
Inspector for the department at Fort 
Smith, N.W.T. 

The message stated the new gold 
strike Is located on the east side of 
Gordon Lake, about 50 miles north¬ 
east of the mouth of the Yellow¬ 
knife river, where It enters Great 
Slave Lake.

strike last July 15, staking 36 claims. 
Tyro weeks later, the A.X. Syndicate 
staked 100 claims in the a 1 *“ 
September 5 staking was carried out 
by representatives of Ventures, 
Limited, Fred Connell, the A.E. Syn-] 
dlcate, Karl Springer, Wood-Brown 
Syndicate, Burwash Yellowknife 
Mines, Limited. The Mining Corpor¬ 
ation and the A.X. Syndicate are 
planning to carry on development] 
work during “freeze-up.” 

Interest in the new strike Is Indi¬ 
cated by activity of companies en¬ 
gaged In prospecting and mining In 
the Yellowknife mining division. Ap¬ 
proximately 600 claims had been 
staked up to now. Mining Inspector] 
Cumming and Dr. A. W. Jolliffe, 
geologist of the Dominion depart¬ 
ment of mines, visited the area. Mr. 
Cummings report stated the strike 
consists of a series of veins, lenses 
and shearing zones occurring in 
belt 15 miles in length with showings 
of free gold. Width of the veins and 
lenses would indicate commercial 
tonnage if the samples stand up un¬ 
der assay.

Explanations And Comments 
The Second Convert to Christianity 
In Philippi, Arts 16:16-18. At Philippi 
Paul was greatly disturbed by a for¬ 
tune-telling maid who kept following 
him and Silas and crying out, “These 
men are servants of the Most High 
God, who proclaim unto you the way 
of salvation.” 

The girl’s re-iterated chant drew 
a crowd of curiosity seekers. Paul 
turned to her one day and 
name of Jesus Christ bade the spirit 
leave her, and she became wholly 
normal. Nothing further is said 
about this girl whose story arouses 
r sympathy. 

‘The owners of the slave girl with 
the abnormal mind had a very defi¬ 
nite sense of commercial value. They 
did not have much sense of human 
value. When the insane girl was 
cured they were furiously angry. 
They did not give a moment’s 
thought to the fact that she was saved 
to a normal life. They only thought 
of the fact that while they could 
commercialize her insanity, her san¬ 
ity had no commercial value at all. | 
So they began to stir up the city 
against Paul and Silas” (Lynn H. 
Hough). 

The crowd clamored for the pun¬ 
ishment of the two Jews, and the 
magistrates, without stopping to in¬ 
vestigate the charge, ordered Paul 
and Silas stripped and beaten. 

Paul and Silas were then handed 
over to a Jailer who put them In 
inner prison, which may have been 
underground, and fastened their feet 
in the stocks. 

The Strange Release, Acts 16:25,

the blows received, and they were 
held In an unendurably cramped 
position, but, as Tertullian says, 
“Their legs In the stocks pained them 
not whose souls were in heaven.” At 
midnight Paul and Silas were pray¬ 
ing and singing hymns, and the other 
prisoners were listening to them. 

At midnight their bonds were hurst 
asunder and the doors of the prison 
were flung wide open by an earth¬ 
quake which shook the old Roman 
jail to its foundation. The terrified 
jailer, who thought his prisoners 
must have escaped and there was 
nothing left for him to do but kill 
himself, was reassured by the calm 
words of Paul: “Do thyself no harm, 
for we are all here.” And he called 
for lights and sprang In, and, trembl¬ 
ing for fear, fell down before Paul 
and Silas, and brought them out, and 
said, Sirs, what must I do to be 
saved? And they said, Believe on 
the Lord Jesus, and thou shalt be 
saved, thou and thy house. And 
they spake the word of the Lord un¬ 
to him, with all that were in hia 
house. And he took them the same 
hour of the night, and washed their 
stripes; and was baptized.

Carrying War Orders 

Army-Age Nazis Know Where To 
Report If Needed 

Millions of Germans between the 
ages of 25 and 45 are carrying in 
their vest pockets an order telling 
them exactly when and where they 
must report in the event of war. 

This “krlegsbeorderung,” (order to 
take part in war), as it is headed is 
admitted anxiety, especially 
among the older men who themselves 
experienced the horrors, of the Great 
War. 

Outwardly they display enthusl- 

im, but in private, confidential con¬ 
versations their beliefs are often 
quite different. 

With Prussian exactness the order 
specifies even the barracks in which 
the recipient is to report, what he 
is to bring with him in the way of 
clothing, what he is'to do in case he 
meanwhile changes his residence, 
etc. 

The order is a blue sheet of paper 
eight by five inches. Written cross¬ 
wise on the face of it are the words: 
“This order serves in lieu of a ticket 
on the railways to the point where 
the addressee must report.” 

Regulations accompanying the 
order state that failure to live up to 
the terms of the krlegsbeorderung 
will be punished by martial law. 

“The person thus summoned is 
subject to martial law from the first 
day of its becoming effective.”

Carry High Speed Cameras 

Aircraft Being Built For Service In 
Northwest Territories 
The second of three aircraft being 
built in Montreal for the department 
of national defence for service In the 
Northwest Territories has been put] 
through tests. The planes are especi¬ 
ally built for high speed photographic 
and transport work and carry suffici¬ 
ent fuel and oil for five and a half 
hours’ work at high altitude. 

At the rear of the cabins 
mountings for three oblique cameras 
which photograph automatically 
through small apertures in the metal 
body. The aircraft are fitted with 
float landing gear and the normal 
wheel undercarriages can also 
fitted as well as a special ski under¬ 
carriage for winter flying.

Many of them were re¬ 
leased every night so that they 
could sleep at home. Few tried to 
escape.
